Scientists Hope to Unearth 
Further Skeletons

Formation in Which Others 
Dug Up to be Studied 


The Board of Supervisors of Los 
Angeles county yesterday voted 
an appropriation of $6000 to carry 
on further excavations with the 
hope of exhuming additional re- 
mains of the prehistoric race of 
which five petrified skeletons were 
discovered recently in the outfall 
sewer excavations in the southwest 
part of Los Angeles. 

The money is to become aral 
able immediately, it was stated by 
A. M. McPherron, clerk of the 
board, and will be used by the 
Los Angeles Museum of Arts. His- 
tory and Science in conducting an 
extensive investigation ot the 
area where the find was made, as 
well as for the proper preserva- 
tion of the specimens. 

The excavations which resulted 
in the unearthing of the remains 
already found were carried on at 
the expense of the Thomas Hav- 
erty Company, which has the con- 
tract for the sewer work, and in 
recognition of this co-operation 
Dr. W. A. Bryan, director of the 
museum, has designated the col- 
lection of fossilized remains as 
the Haverty group.

PAPER MONEY Doss 
NOT LAST LONG 


Down in the tropics where native 
workmen often carry paper money 
tucked inside their shirts, against 
their bare skins, its life is very 
short. The average American pa- 


per dollar, circulating right here 
at home, seldom wears more than 


tie year, a $10 bill may last four 


years, and a $10,000 bill—for pain- 
fully obvious reasons—never wears 
out. To make sure that all paper 
used is amply stout, it is put 
through a testing machine. One 
piece I saw was folded, unfolded 
and refolded 1400 times before it 
broke. 

It costs Uncle Sam practically 
as much to make a $1 bil! as it 
does to make a $20, or a $16,000 
note—about 1.8 cents each, they 
told me at the Treasury. Ho, even 
if it were practicable to use gold, 
and even if we always had enough, 
it would cost more through loss, by 
abrasion to use it than to use pa- 
per. At that, some $600,000,000 
gold is in circulation, or theoretic- 
ally so-—for most of it is kept in 
the vaulte of banks. 

Every day old paper money 
moves in a steady stream to the 
Treasury, and new bills move out. 
More than $1,000,000 a day is de- 
stroyed, and of course, an enor- 
mous amount must be kept on 
hand to meet new demands. In 
one small cupboard about three 
feet square.

Florida Asked 
for Extradition 


of E.M.Dowdy 


A requisition upon the governor 
of Florida for the extradition of 
Elmer M. Dowdy, under indict- 
ment here for asserted implica- 
tion in the hold-up of a Sun Drug 
Company cashier in May, 1823, 
was issued yesterday by Gov. Rich- 
ardson at Sacramento. 

Dowdy, arrested recently at Jack- 
sonville, Fa. under the name of 
BE.

McDonald, in addition to the 
conspiracy charge, is also held on 
an embezziement claim filed by 
Mrs. Josephine Durkin for the 
alleged disposal of a $1250 dia- 
mond ring, which she had pawned 
with him, and which she did not 
recover. 

It has been the practice of the 
receiver, according to Attorney 
Schroeter, when the jewels for any 
one pledge had been located in the 

n of another loan bank, 
to refer the owner of the gem 
in question to the party who held 
them, in an attempt to make ne- 
gotiations for the return of the 
property as easy as possible for 
both sides. 

But yesterday Dept. Dist.-Atty. 
Orme received complaints that in 
some cases holders of the jewelry 
refused to return the items. This 
matter ie that on which indict- 
ments for conspiracy may 
asked.

McDonald's company—J. W. Me- 
Donald & Co.—which he organized

creditors.

GOULASH 


W. M., La Jolla, asks that we 
publish a good recipe for Hunga- 
rian goulash; says that he travels 
u good deal and finds it hard to 
find a hotel or restaurant that 
serves a good goulash: the ma- 
jority of them serve a brown beef 
stew and call it goulash. 

Good Hungarian goulash is made 
with veal, Polish cooks use ox 
cheeks and German and Jewish 
cooks use beef. We like the gou- 
lash made by one of the best cooks 
in San Francisco, who uses a com- 
bination of veal and lean fresh 
pork and call the dish Hungarian 
goulash, but will give the recipes 
for them all. 


HUNGARIAN GOULASH 

This is the San Francisco recipe: 

t two pounds of shoulder of 
veal in one-inch squares: trim the 
fat from one pound of lean pork 
and cut the meat in one-inch 
equares. Place in a sauce pan two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, two 
peeled and chopped onions and the 
port fat; stir and simmer until 
the onions are brown: add the 
squares of beef and pork, two ta- 
biespaonfuls of flour mixed with 
one tablespoonful of paprika, two 
teaspoonfuls of salt. half teaspoon- 
ful of fresh ground black pepper, 
half a ‘teaspoonful ‘of ground 
thyme, one clove and one crushed 
bay leaf; stir and cook one min- 
ute, add one cupful of meat stock 
or water, half a cupful of tomato 
puree, three tabelepoonsful of 
chopped tender celery and two tea- 
spoonfuls of finely chopped pars- 
ley. Cover tight and cook: with- 
out burning, for forty-five minutes; 
add three peeled and diced pota- 
toes and cook until the notatoes 
are tender. Al measurements are 
level. Noodles can be served with 
this in place of the potatoes, 


POLISH GOULASH 
Place in a sauce pan three ta- 


biespoonfuls of butter or beef 
drippings, heat. add one peeled 
and sliced onion and cook until 


brown; add six ox cheeks and 
brown all over; add three level ta- 
blespoonfuls of flour and stir and 
cook until brown; all one crushed 
clove of garlic, a kitchen bouquet 
make by tying in a bundle one 
plece of celery, one bay leaf, two 
whole cloves, a piece of leek and 
two branches of parsiey, one tea- 
spoonful of alt, two teaspoonfuls 
of paprika and half a cupful of 
boiling water: cover ticht and 
simmer three hours, adding more 
boiling water as the broth is re- 
duced. Twenty minutes before 
serving add malt a cupful of seed- 
less raisins and one tabicspoonful 
of vinegar. Cover a platter with 
cooked noodles, pour over the gou- 
lash and eprinkle over all finely 
chopped parsley. 
BEEF GOULASH 

Cut one pound of lean beef in 
one-inch squares, dust with one 
tablespoonful of flour mixed with 
half a teaspoonful of salt and but- 
one teaspoonful of paprika. Heat 
two tablespoonfuls of butter in a 
sauce pan, add the meat and atir 
and cook until lightly browned; 
add one chooped green pepper, 
two crushed cloves of garlic, one 
chopped onion and enough water 
to cover. Simmer until the meat 
is tender. adding more water as 
needed. Just before serving re- 
duce the liquid and add one No. 2 
can of tomato puree, cook thirty 
minutes, add two cupfuls of cooked 
speachetti, reheat, pour onto a hot 
platter and sprinkle with chopped 
parsley. 

SPICED ANCHOVIES 

M. A. D., Los Angeles, aske that 
we publish a recipe for spiced an- 
chovies and directiong for canning 
sardines in oll, to be packed in 
glass jars.

The statement of “Buck” O'Neal, 
now in the County Jail, is said to 
involve Frank “Jack” Sullivan. 
now sought by Sheriff Traeger and 
Chief Criminal Deputy Wright, 
BU O'Connor, and one other per- 


son, a woman is said to have had 
Knowledge of the robbery, but not 
to be involved. The escape, it 
was understood, wag made in Sul 
livan’s car. while O'Neal's car was 
left stalled near the scene. This 
statement is reported to have been 
made to Mr. Keyes. 

Sullivan is said to have induced 
O'Neal to go into the Norwalk rob- 
bery. A trip was made to the bank 
the day before by O'Neal and Sul- 
livan, it was understood, when they 
figured out how to carry out the 
robbery and learned when the 
least number of persons were like 
ly to be present. At the time of. 
the robbery only two persons were 
present. 

The $1000, said to have been 
paid certain persons, it was un- 
derstood, had to do with the re- 
lease of Sullivan and W. F. Me- 
Mahon, also known as “Little 
Mack,” both of whom were then 
in the County Jail on another 
charge. It was intimated that cer- 
tain persons then knew that the 
loot from the Arcadia Bank rob- 
bery was hidden on the ranch of 
“One-Eyed” Tom Gray, now in 
prison at Salem, Or., and a state- 
ment had been made by Harold 
Brownlee, now in San Quentin, re- 
garding the asserted facts of the 
case 
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
